The dairy industry, as well 
as all produce, is dependent 
; considerably on the trend 
Consumption of consumption. It is quite 

possible that dairying is 
more staple than many other products, but 
even in that case, it follows trends. In the 
relatively prosperous period of 1924-29, there 
was a growing realization of the importance of 
milk in the diet. During that time there was 
an increase in per capita consumption. The 
average of fluid milk and cream for 1920-23 
was 38.0 gallons; this increased to 39.3 in 1926, 
and to an all-time high of 40.8 gallons per 
capita in 1929. 

In speaking of trends in consumption, Dr. 
E. E. Vial of the Bureau of Agricultural Eco- 
nomics, United States Department of Agri- 
culture, states in his address to the National 
Dairy Council, ‘“There is a tendency for the 
volume of consumption of milk and cream 
to fluctuate with the buying power of urban 
consumers, but it does not fluctuate as widely.”’ 

It would seem that butter consumption, 
considered as somewhat of a luxury product, 
would be high in times of prosperity and low 
in times of depression, but the data on con- 
sumption do not indicate that this is the case. 
In a year of prosperity the per capita consump- 
tion of butter was 17.4 pounds, while in 1932, 
the year of depression, it was five per cent 
higher. Since we consume all the butter we 
produce, consumption fluctuates with produc- 
tion. 

Cheese has made a definite increase in per 
capita consumption for the last twenty years. 
The average in 1920-23 was 4.26 pounds, and 
from this there has been a steady increase, re- 
gardless of depression, to 5.88 pounds per 
capita consumption last year. 

The most striking dairy product is that of 
evaporated milk. This dairy product made a 
very rapid increase in use during the first World 
War and here, again, regardless of economic 
conditions, it has continued to make great 
strides. In fact it is seventy-eight per cent 
higher than the 1924-29 average, as last year 
there was a per capita consumption of evaporat- 
ed milk amounting to 17.64 pounds. 

Condensed milk has shown a marked de- 
crease, going the opposite of evaporated. In 
1924 the per capita consumption was 1.14 
pounds, while last year it had decreased to 
slightly over one-fifth of a pound. 

Ice cream maintained a fairly steady con- 
sumption, gradually increasing during the past 


Trends in 


few np until now the American people con- 
sume 2.3 pounds of ice cream per year. 

The general tendency has been for con- 
sumption of domestically-produced cheese to 
increase. The increase in the last decade in 
cheese consumption has been primarily in 
cheddar and cream cheese. What increase 
has occurred in consumption of Swiss and 
Italian cheese has been in the domestically- 
produced cheese of these varieties. 

There are many factors that affect the differ- 
ence in consumption as between cities, as the 
level of retail prices of milk, the relationship be- 
tween cream and milk prices, the average rate 
of income, and the character of the consum- 
ing population. All surveys of consumption 
by racial groups show low consumption for 
the negro population. This is an important 
factor in accounting for the relatively low 
consumption in some cities. 

Consumption of dairy products varies widely 
by income groups. If the volume of bottled 
milk purchased by families with incomes be- 
tween $1,000 and $1,500 is considered as 100, 
then the families in the next lower income 
bracket, $500 to $1,000, purchased twenty- 
one per cent less milk, while the families in 
the income bracket $1,500 to $2,000 purchased 
about fourteen per cent more. There was a 
very marked tendency for consumption to 
rise as income increased. 

For evaporated milk somewhat of the oppo- 
site situation existed. Purchases per family 
were highest in the group with incomes of 
$500 to $1,000, and as we go up the income 
scale consumption declines. 

Cream consumption varies more widely 
with income than any of the other dairy prod- 
ucts, with ice cream ranking in second place. 

With the defense program increasing the 
normal lines of business activity and the 
greater production of goods for defense, it is 
quite certain to stimulate the consumption of 
ice cream, fluid milk, and cream. 

Dr. Vial feels quite certain that a future in- 
crease in the consumption of these products 
appears in prospect. He also adds that it is 
quite probable that the upward trend in cheese 
consumption and evaporated milk will con- 
tinue. Against this increased consumption 
will be placed the fact that their total produc- 
tion has increased. The dairymen of the coun- 
try have been increasing the number of milk 
cows, and on January 1 of this year the number 
was the largest since 1935. 

Dr. Vial says: ‘If we have adequate supplies 
of feed, further increases in milk production 
are in prospect. Thus it seems quite probable 
that during the next year or two our total 
consumption of dairy products will increase.”

We believe a 
business that fails to recognize its 
position and responsibilities in times 
of stress not only fails dismally as a 
national asset but inherits the crippling 
effects of narrowness and intolerance, 
ending in maladjustment. 

Standing by, these next few years 
will determine, in our opinion, whether 
the breed will contribute as a light 
through the night, as well as to the 
adjustment when the 
peace breaks forth. 


daylight of 


It requires no repetition that dairy 
cattle far excel any other branch of 
livestock in preparedness, war, and 
post-war needs. 

We take our position with other 
improved livestock; at the head of the 
food column. It is conceivable that 
before the day of world peace arrives 
that it will be clear that we have a 
possible five years to increase the 
efficiency of dairy herds in the United 
States at least 15 per cent. Certainly 
we cannot deny the importance of 
being diligently attentive to improve- 
ment in every phase of dairying. 

We have the feeling that our first 
task is to make America pure bred 
conscious. Until that is done, much 
energy in behalf of any particular 
breed is dissipated. 

Breeders come into the Guernsey 
fold for quite a long list of reasons. 
Some stay for a short time, others 
become one of us, and further, their

interest grows to the point where they 
join The American Guernsey Cattle 
Club, as did 142 from 32 states the 
past year. This brings the active 
membership to 2,119, which has two 
interesting facts for noting. It is 
the second largest new membership 
list for the year and the largest active 
membership in our history. The new 
members stand to be counted to make 
this new high, but we are obliged 
regretfully to record the decease of 19 
members this year. Six members have 
resigned. 

The many tributes to Judge Samuel 
W. Hayes of Oklahoma, mark well the 
long list of friends he made while with 
us. Many have admired his many 
virtues and his progress with the 
breed and finally his providing for the 
continuance of the herd by his two 
daughters and under the active super- 
vision of his son. 

Through the Journal News Columns 
was reported the tragic death of G. 
Herbert Allen of New York, who left 
vacant a position in leadership hard to 
fill. 

Ohio lost Mr. Bolton, as reported 
last year, making doubly regretful 
the loss of Dr. Charles G. Brown, who 
worked many years associated with 
Mr. Bolton in The Ohio Guernsey 
Breeders’ Association. 

Frank B. Foster of Pennsylvania, a 
progressive leader and breeder, al- 
though no longer with us, has written 
his influence upon the breed with his 
excellent cattle. 

Heber L. Hartley of Minnesota, 
somewhat inactive the past years, at 
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one time was among the first rank of 
good breeders. The La Noce family 
will long exert its influence. 

Howard Heinz of Pennsylvania, 
though at all times conducting a small 
herd, was ever quality minded. He 
it was in the depression of 1929 who 
counseled us to increase our advertis- 
ing, field-work and milk marketing 
during the quiet period. He stated 
“we double our appropriations when 


we see the general trend is to decrease.”’ 
He, too, was one of a group with Mr. 
Ward and others who contemplated 
a foundation, self-supporting, to place 
Dean H. H. Kildee as an advisor free 
of charge to any breeder who needed 
or wanted him for aiding in individual- 
ity selections. 

L. F. Loree, New Jersey, was always 
devoted and constantly working for 
the breed welfare. He was among the 
underwriters who founded the long 
since successful activities of the New 
Jersey Association. 

Ray S. Shoemaker, Pennsylvania, 
just reaching the day to harvest the 
results of his energetic activities to- 
ward building a great herd and con- 
tributions to a strong state associa- 
tion, left as many friends for the time 
he had been in Guernseys as any man 
we have known. 

Others among the list include H. D. 
Burns, Minnesota; Frank D. Fulton, 
Illinois; Charles E. F. McCann, New 
York; Herbert Payson, Maine; Clyde 
H. Proper, New York; H. A. Sherman, 
New York; Joseph Speidel, West 
Virginia; Martin Szamatolski, Dela- 
ware; David L. Vaughan, New Jersey; 
William C. Whitner, South Carolina, 
and Clement B. Wood, Pennsylvania. 

The loss of these men leads us to 
recognize the fact that nothing is so 
constant as change. This report on 
the state of your organization will, we 
hope, picture the changes that have 
occurred, as well as indicate some that 
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are inevitably awaiting in the near 
future. 

Administration, management, meth- 
ods of promotion, policies, and oc- 
casionally fundamental procedure must 
and should yield in adapting them- 
selves to that which will accomplish 
the most for all concerned.

the Club, neither as it was directed 64 
years ago, nor 20, nor ten, nor five. 
Your Secretary has seen 21 years of 
close contact with your choice from 
the membership, of a President and 
the members of the Executive Com- 
mittee. In all these years there is no 
recollection of favoritism, special pri- 
vilege, or any act motivated by any 
thought other than high purpose and 
broad benefits. Yet each year they 
have suggested changes and with but 
a very few exceptions, each year has 
seen practically every activity increase 
in somewhat direct proportion to 
services rendered, as a result of these 
changes. 

Most fortunate have you been in 
leadership and keen has been the in- 
terest of all active breeders in the 
Club’s growth and service.

The number of cows registered 
totals to March 31, 1941, 667,402: 
while bulls total 298,490. It is esti- 
mated, therefore, that in the year to 
come, the millionth registration will 
be made. 

May we ask you to join us and think 
through retrospectively and prospec- 
tively the possibilities ahead of this 
millionth Guernsey? May we ask 
ourselves a series of questions about 
this life ahead of a calf to be born we 
know not when, or where, and only 
within a few years can we say “How.” 

What it may come into, no one can 
say exactly, but by exploring the 
possibilities of the situation we hope 
to leave in your minds the story of a 
year that has no equal previously in 
any one of its activities. 

This millionth animal could have 
been, if born this year, one of 95,415 
37,619 were 
birth reports and 57,796 were regis- 
trations; or it could have been one of 


recordings, of which 


the 43,711 cows or one of the 14,085 
bulls, and if these activities increase 
next year as much as this, it might also 
be one of a seven per cent increase in 
all recordings. 

Possibly had the millionth occurred 
this year, one of the 942 letters written 


about

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have been in regard to it, or possibly 
some part of the time of one clerk 
who devotes all of her time to handling 
the data on artificial 
records would have been given to it. 

When recorded, will this

animal 
enter the many transfers of the year, 
add to the 9.6 per cent increase in sales 
as of this year, making the total of 
38,853 of which 26,658 were cows and 
12,195 bulls? 

Will it be one of our present 25,000 
and more breeders who make the 
recording or one of the new breeders 
who this year numbered 2,335? 

Will it be one of the 47 recordings 
made for each working hour of the 
year or one of the eleven for every 
hour of the year? We know it must 
be one of the animals that will be 
recorded every fifth minute some day 
the coming year. 

It might have been one of the 59 
cows or 46 bulls that went the past 
year to Alaska, British Columbia, 
Cuba, Hawaii, Bahamas, Ontario, Puer- 
to Rico, British West Indies, New- 
foundland, Costa Rica, Quebec, or 
Panama. 

Let us hope it might be one of those 
that take back to the breed’s native 
land the blood that has been so ruth- 
lessly destroyed by the invaders of 
Guernsey, or to replenish the needed 
seed stock in other portions of Europe, 
or new lands opened to our markets 
as a result of the disturbed world wide 
market and even further to new areas 
where she can do for those dairymen 
what in 1831 a progenitor of hers did 
for dairymen in the United States. 

Will it be from one of the ten lead- 
ing states in registration, which would

If a female, and the chances are 
three to one it will be, because that is 
about the relation of cows to bulls 
recorded, will she exemplify Advanced 
Register No. 1, Glenwood Girl 6th 
9113, by contributing as one of the 
cows that have made 79,001 Advanced 
Register records to date? 


She is fortunate to be a Guernsey 
for her chances to be tested are better 
than in any other breed; in fact 71 
per cent of the breeders of all breeds 
doing Advanced Register work are 
Guernsey breeders. They now num- 
ber 1,194. Even more interesting is 
the fact that there were 8,312 records 
made showing an increase in number 
of ten per cent. No matter what the 
testing policy of her owner may be, 
she will have a high plane of produc- 
tion to maintain for if on Herd Im- 
provement test, to equal the 2,273 
records in this year, she must produce 
8688.5 pounds of milk and 425.0 
pounds of butter fat. If she is under 
an Advanced Register supervised rec- 
ord, to maintain the level of this year’s 
production, she must produce at least 
503.6 pounds of butter fat and finally 
to hold the level of all records made 
since the founding of this work, she 
must be able to produce 10108.9 
pounds of milk and 502.5 pounds of 
butter fat. Certainly, the task becomes 
more difficult for each succeeding 
applicant for the Advanced Register, 
for just since 1920 the average of the 
breed for all records has increased 
1153 pounds of milk and 49 pounds 
of butter fat, and since 1908 the aver- 
age of all records made has increased 
2217.2 pounds of milk and 96.7 
pounds of butter fat. In fact, the 
breed has increased its average pro- 
duction in twenty years 10.95 per cent, 
and in thirty-two years 21.3 per cent. 


The breeders of Guernsey cattle 
have not been idle. They have studied 


and worked. They consistently held 
their gain, adding definitely more 
efficient dairy cattle with each genera- 
tion. Guernsey production is today 
on a high level. 


Will the record this animal makes 
hold this high level or even as in this 
year be a Superb’s Faithful 410579 with 
1077.4 pounds of butter fat in class AA, 
an Alfalfa Farm Lute 442408 with 
17378.6 pounds of milk and 1058.0 
pounds of butter fat in class BB, or a 
Beechford’s Glow 437962 with 17812.0 
pounds of milk and 987.8 pounds of 
butter fat in class CC, even a Tarbell 
Farms Royal Lenda 467961 with 
10508.9 pounds of milk and 1109.0 
pounds of butter fat in class C, or a 
Lady’s Pet of Betts Homestead 542376 
with 12618.5 pounds of milk and 
645.6 pounds of butter fat in class 
GGG, and thus establish a new breed 
world’s record in each of these classes? 


It depends to some extent as to 
where she is located, for if in Arkansas, 
Montana, Nevada, New Mexico, Wy- 
oming, South Dakota, or Louisiana, 
she would not have had a chance at a 
record but in any other state in the 
union she would probably be tested. 
If she were in Pennsylvania, New 
York, Ohio, New Jersey, or Wisconsin 
then she not only would have an 
excellent chance for a try at a record 
but she would be in one of the five 
leading states for Advanced Register 
work. 

An intriguing fact about this mil- 
lionth animal is that it has 42 chances 
out of 100 to be sired by an Advanced 
Register sire or out of an Advanced 
Register dam or a dam on test, for 
that is what the records show for last 
year’s registrations. Further, if a 
female, she has but 37 at the above 
ancestry; if a male, the chances in- 
crease to 54. Each one of these chanc- 
es for production inheritance has in- 
creased this year as compared with 
previous years. 
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Will this animal add to the 6,960 
Advanced Register Sires of the breed, 
of which 354 qualified this year, or 
become a Great Producing Dam as 
did 1,288 this year, bringing the total 
to date to 13,428? 

Will she add her number to some 
sire’s Advanced Register daughters to 
increase the 25 that have 50 or more 
such daughters, or increase the list of 
21 sires that have ten or more 700 
pound daughters, or increase the 
number of 1,000 or over pound COWS 
of the breed that now number 27? 

These are some of the things she 
might participate in as the search for 
facts of production continues. 

If she chooses to emulate the cow 
that has the long distance production 
record of the breed, she must exceed 
ten records that total 149,579.4 pounds 
of milk and 8,171.4 pounds of butter 
fat. Then, too, four of those ten 
records must exceed 900 pounds of 
butter fat because all this was done 
by Palotterie of High Rock 187483, 


the present champion. 


Guernsey Breeders’ 
Journal 


Should time bring about all or 
possibly any of these production 
activities, immediately it must be 
realized there are 8,426 subscribers to 
the Guernsey Breeders’ Journal who 
are paying money to read monthly 
credits, completed records, new Ad- 
vanced Register sires; in fact this year 
there were 947 pages of these activities 
and in addition 510 pages of news, 
reports of scientific investigations, 
herd management, disease control, 
and many other subjects. This means 
that 43.7 per cent of all active breeders 
in the United States now read 
Journal, 72.2 per cent of these 8,426 
renew their subscriptions and 2,236 
of them have paid up for five years. 

Even this does not cover the field 
of possibilities for, if in the ownership 
of an advertising-minded breeder, there 
is the chance that mention of this 


the 


animal’s existence would have ap- 
peared in some of the 1,159 pages of 
advertising that have the lowest rate 
per page of any breed publication. 
If the owner found preparation of 


advertising copy difficult, then it 
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would be written for him by members 

of the staff as were 947 this year.

assurance of being constantly 
the public would have been 
one of the outstanding opportunities 
because 80.8 per cent of the advertis- 


ing was under contract. Planned

advertising constancy 
proved to be a procedure whereby 
facts about a herd or animal can be 
fixed in the public mind. 

There would have been two feature 
issues into which the millionth Guern- 
sey could have gone—as a sire in the 
Bull Buyers’ Guide in October, or in 
the Travel Log in May. 

This breed magazine, the equal of 
any of its class, should further appeal 
because each year for some past it 
more nearly approaches a_ self-sup- 
porting basis and were it not for the 
added 785 new subscribers and the 
26,016 free copies, the loss would 
have been gone this year entirely. 
Whether the $3,000 loss could be 
spent to better advantage to all con- 
cerned is a question which has so far 
been answered by the Executive Com- 
mittee in the negative. 


Promotional Activities 


The field of possibilities for this 
dream Guernsey constantly widens as 
the activities outside of the long 
established branches of The American 
Guernsey Cattle Club are studied. 
From this point to the conclusion of 
this report, a change of perspective 
brings up the question as to what, if 
anything, is done on the organization’s 
part to further extend the influence of 
those things which the breeder or 
owner has done for his herd. Large 
sums of money are expended each 
year in promotion work. Combining 
the Information and Service, Field- 
work, and Golden Guernsey, Inc., 
there was expended this year over 


$170,000, of which nearly $100,009 
was self-supporting. In fact in ten 
years there has been a decline of 
nearly $20,000 per year in the direct 
appropriations promotional ac. 
tivities, so far as The American Guern. 
sey Cattle Club is concerned, but an 
increase in the gross expenditures of 
nearly $100,000. This represents a 
very marked increase and much of 


for 


the breed progress can be traced to 
the services represented in the ex. 
penditures. 

What our millionth animal does, 
of course, is conjecture, but if any 
item of interest comes as a result of 
its appearance, it will have 74,156 
chances to reach the agricultural press 
of the nation, for that is the number 
of individual press releases for the 
past year. There would have been 
1,578 inquiries to buy it as a founda- 
tion animal, 9,379 inquiries for infor- 
mation about the breed, and 4,506 
further requests for definite data, all 
from people interested in establishing 
Guernsey herds. 

Will this animal be one in the calf 
club work where 6,700 like it received 
rosettes at calf club shows, or be owned 
by the 3,236 boys and girls who owned 
their first Guernsey this year? If 
fortunate enough to reach this field 
of activity, it should be borne in mind 
that unless the child owning it com- 
pletes a worth while project in stand- 
ard time and under organized leader- 
ship, no recognition will be given. 
We hold to the policy that unless the 
same conditions under which breeders 
operate are approximated for club 
members, a child may be given false 
impressions of this breeding business. 

Will this calf be the means of teach- 
ing some boy or girl the great benefits 
to be derived from learning to hold 
one’s head in victory and one’s heart 
in defeat? In other words, to learn to 
win with modesty and humility and 
to lose and yet hold one’s courage. 

Then, too, this animal might make 
some breeder happy by winning one 
of the 915 breeders’ 
buted at the major fairs. 

The story of the breed welcomes 
this historical animal into the litera- 
ture that thousands of dairymen in 


ribbons distri- 


America read each year. 
There is what we call the firing line 
of breed service and promotion, and 
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regardless of where our millionth 
animal is located, some one of our 
extension staff will be engaged in 
doing things that are for the benefit 
of the breeder, the owner, the animal, 
or the product. 

Through this branch of the or- 
ganization there is the opportunity to 
make applicable those things the 
officers and Executive Committee feel 
are vital. Just one illustration is that 
of the judging conference or parish 
show project, of which over 300 were 
held the past year. Thirteen thousand 
letters covered the country last year, on 
many subjects, but chiefly on making 
the many projects effective. 

Will this staff of field workers find 
this animal worthy of one of their 
1,253 stories of the breed, at one of the 
105 fairs, in one of the 114 sales? 

We wonder if her owner will be at 
one of the 517 meetings, or among 
the 40,653 attending these meetings. 

Will she be on one of the 2,299 
farms visited by the field-men or one 
of the 3,125 animals placed, or shall 
we look for it among the ownership 
of the 346 new herds founded? Then, 
again, the opportunity of contribut- 
ing to the advancement of the breed 
may find it in the herds of the 155 
breeders started on Advanced Register 
work, serviced by one of the breeding 


units, a member of one of the 49 
show herds selected by the staff, or 
producing milk under one of the 193 
trade-mark contracts of the year. 
Whether in the areas of new growth 
or old established centers, there is 


every reason to look into the member- 


ship of some of the 350 regional, state, 
county, or local organizations for her 
owner. 

Will this animal find a national 
organization that is as some have in- 
dicated, The answer 
to this is apparent in the automatically 
recorded activities. In the Herd 
Register, the same work is being done 
in a 39-hour week as was formerly 
accomplished in 44 hours. 


over-manned? 


In the 
Advanced Register, three times as 
many records are being handled with 
twice the number of clerks in 39 hours 
as in the previous 44. It takes but a 
glance at the Journal to realize what 


is being done with exactly the same 
staff and so on through the institution. 
But what of this field work? This 
breed could use four more men in the 
field on livestock work and two more 
on milk. We experienced on many 
occasions this year calls for our pres- 
ence at meetings that conflicted and 
even with 65 per cent of the secretary's 
time in the field, there is no possible 
chance of meeting all calls. There 
were, on one particular day the past 
year, 111 breeders’ meetings being 
held. 

There is definitely existing at the 
present time the most active time 
Guernseys have ever experienced. 

Finally, into what more glorious 
nation could the millionth animal 
come? Where could there be found 
more stability and progressiveness 
of breeders? Where a breed with more 
native points of merit and where a 
product with more consumer appeal? 
Not only these fundamentals, but in 
addition, a product that has proved 
on the open market a salability which 
in itself is the difference between prof- 
it and loss. 

We await then the arrival of this, the 
expected millionth, assuring all in- 
terested that in every branch of the 
industry where your organization is 
responsible, there shall be progress.

Membership in Golden Guernsey, Inc., is limited to 
those who are or may be from time to time members of the 
executive committee of The American Guernsey Cattle 
Club, Inc. 

The activities of Golden Guernsey, Inc., are mainly: 


(a) The collection of fees from the users of the Golden 
Guernsey trademark, and the disbursement of such 
funds for national advertising and legal fees for 
protection of the trademark, and for administrative 
purposes. 

(b) The purchase and sale of advertising service supplies. 


As the income to Golden Guernsey, Inc., has been 
insufficient to meet expenses, The American 
Guernsey Cattle Club, Inc., has appropriated a certain 
amount monthly to Golden Guernsey, Inc., such amounts 
being treated as expense to the former and income to the 
latter. The appropriation from July 1, 1934, to March 31, 
1941, was at the rate of $1,000 a month. The American 
Guernsey Cattle Club, Inc., has charged Golden Guernsey, 
Inc., $50 a month for storage and miscellaneous services.

We selected accounts receivable representing more than 
three-fourths of the total value, and communicated direct 
with the debtors in confirmation of the balances.

This represents a demand note, dated June 1, 1937,

Contingent Liabilities

A Report of the Seventh Year 


By KARL B. MUSSER 


before has there been a greater need 
of leadership and representation for 
Guernsey breeders than is now needed 
in all phases of the work, both state 
and national. This is especially neces- 
sary if returns for products of the 
Guernsey cow are to be protected. 
The price of butter, through govern- 
ment purchases and sales, is fixed at 
approximately 75 per cent of parity. 
Condensary prices are fixed by formula, 
while the state and other 
regulatory bodies fix prices paid by 
distributors for milk in respect to its 


federal, 


use. There is, of course, through an 
accounting process, on volume of milk 
produced for milk sheds some ad- 
ministrative effort to provide equities 
to nearby producers, or what is com- 
monly called location differentials. 
Equalization has been practiced in 
paying producers by distributors for 
a considerable length of time. This 
practice of payment for milk coming 


wu odo Guernsey, Iuc. 


into a plant is on a uniform basis, but 
the distributor is free to select the 
quality and amount of milk he will 
purchase either on a flat price structure 
or on a use basis. Special milks have 
special public demand which, in turn, 
requires higher costs of production 
and an even flow of production. 

The market-wide pool, which in 
short is the application of the equal- 
ization program to all milk in any 
given market, has certain advantages. 
Production can be added 
immediate reference to fluid markets. 
This, of course, reduces the blended 
price for that market but the advantage 
in administering is that all shortcom- 
ings can be laid at the door of surplus. 
In the handling of all these funds for 
market-wide pool, check-offs are avail- 
able for such activities as the admin- 
istration may desire. 


without 


It enables the 
handler to erect plants and handle the 
surplus product to a more advantage- 
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ous program. There is nothing to 
prevent special pricing arrangements 
to overcome certain difficulties that 
confront a market. The major ob- 
jective is, of course, that the market- 
wide pool program enables any and 
all dairymen to share in the market 
as a whole. 

The disadvantages are that inefh- 
ciency can easily be hidden through 
the check-off system, the producer in 
turn suffering. 
because of their structure, can pay 
higher rates to their producers with the 
result that some of these groups be- 
tween themselves get to price cutting 
which, in turn, affects the amount the 
producer gets. High test producers 
as yet have not found equity in the 
structure used for determining blended 
prices and the final price. A milk that 
has high utilization, as table milk, 
and high fat content is penalized. 
This tends to remove the quality 
producer from the general program 
because of his effort to either make his 
own bargaining arrangements or enter 
the field as a retailer himself. 

Great pressure is brought, therefore, 
by certain proponents for the market- 
wide program to get the market-wide 
procedure accepted generally because 
of the great advantage given to low 
test milk and milk that is generally 
determined ‘‘ordinary.”’ 


Certain organizations, 


In the final 
analysis the market-wide pool gets 
for the high per cent of fat milk only 
cream price for his butter fat, while 
the low test producer gets fluid milk 
prices for his fat. 

There are now 46,000 registered 
Guernsey cows on the GOLDEN 
GUERNSEY milk product program; 
in addition 9,000 grades. The average 
per cent of registered cows to grades 
throughout the United States is 83 
per cent. This shows the general 
trend toward the use of an increased 
number of pure bred cows in the 
GOLDEN GUERNSEY program. 

The Advisory Council approved the 
employment of an assistant to the 
Sales Manager, who is dividing his 
time between the open territory and 
the Washington office. 

There is a constantly improved 
condition in relation to infringements. 
Thirty-four of these cases were satis- 
factorily handled the past year, either 
contracts for the use of the tradename 
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were established, or the use of in- 
fringement materials was discontinued. 

National advertising was carried in 
five publications, while a much more 
active program was carried on in dis- 
tributor advertising. In fact, through 
this avenue, nearly $20,000 of ma- 
terials were used. The booklet “Why 
Golden Guernsey” and the film 
“Guernsey at War” continue to re- 
ceive outstanding acceptance. 

From the standpoint of sales, we 
find at the close of the year a very 
marked increase probably due to the 
increased purchasing power of the 
consumer; so the year is started at a 
time that is considered an all-time 
high for dairy product consumption. 
Certain disturbing practices have en- 
tered the retail market, but there con- 
tinues to be an increased appreciation 
of quality products. Homogenized 
products and the vitamin products con- 
tinue to receive public acceptance, but 
they are not, in our opinion, major 
difficulties in caring for the GOLDEN 
GUERNSEY program. 

One of the services that has proved 
to be of value to distributors has been 
the application of the color studies. 
Through the inspection system, the 
plane of color of the product can be 
guarded and, in turn, this receives 
spectacular attention by the consumer 
at that time of the year when color is 
apt to be light. 

Sixty-two new distributors were 
added during the year and the average 
daily sales for the year have increased 
8,000 quarts. 

A study of the organized territories 
shows very satisfactory increases and 
never before have these local groups 
been doing more efficient and effective 
work than in the past year. High 
commendation is deserved by these 
progressive state organizations that 
have assumed the major responsibilities 
of the program in their areas and con- 
stantly contribute materially to the 
national program. Never before has 
there been closer cooperation, and we 
believe their testimony would be 
that never before has there been so 
complete a service from the central 
organization as is now being offered. 

The quantity of sales has now 
reached a figure that even creditable 
increased sales do not affect materially 
on a percentage basis the gross sales, 


but the past four years have been 
especially strong and there is every 
reason to believe that by the close of 
the present year the average daily 
sales will have been doubled in four 
years. 

As has been reported previously, 
two projects have been in operation 
for a number of years on what might 
be termed an experimental basis. 
The Washington project is operated 
strictly as a milk marketing project. 
It has been very successful and finan- 
cially sound. California project differs 
from the Washington project in that 
in addition to the milk marketing 
work, there is included in this project 
the responsibility for the livestock 
extension activities. To date, this 
project has indicated that there is a 
possibility that both the milk market- 
ing and livestock activities can be 
successfully financed by areas, but 
where a project as broad as this is 
undertaken, there must be devised 
additional sources of revenue than 
from the sale of milk; otherwise, too 
few are asked to supply the funds for 
so broad a project. This particular 
type of operation is constantly being 
studied with the objective in mind 
that there can be devised a fair and 
equitable program which, in turn, 
will have broad application in an in- 
creased number of localities through- 
out the nation. 

The milk marketing phases of the 
national organization have been in 
operation seventeen years, but the 
present clear-cut program has less 
than half the years of experience back 
of it that the general program has had. 

It would be unfortunate if the value 
of product promotion were overlooked 
in the national promotion activities. 
It has very great direct benefit for the 
producer who is merchandising his 
product through local organized groups 
in cooperation with the national 
program, but even more important 
than this is the fact that the indirect 
results are tremendous. The con- 
stantly rising popularity of the pro- 
duct is affecting the general accept- 
ance of the breed by dairymen in 
America. The avenue of product 


recognition on the part of the con- 
sumer is one of the brightest at the 
present time for the general welfare of 
all Guernsey breeders.

As the income of the corporation has been insufficient 
to meet overhead expenses, The American Guernsey 
Cattle Club, Inc., has appropriated to Golden Guernsey, 
Inc., a definite monthly sum to cover the deficiency in 
income. From July 1, 1934, to January 31, 1941, this 
appropriation was $1,000 a month. This amount its 
treated as expense of the Cattle Club and as income of 
Golden Guernsey, Inc. 

The American Guernsey Cattle Club, Inc., charges 
Golden Guernsey, Inc., $50 a month for storage and 
miscellaneous services.

Panhandle Dairy 
School 


A ONE-DAY dairy school was held 
at Canyon, Texas, at the West Texas 
State College on March 26 in coopera- 
tion with the Department of Agricul- 
ture, the A. and M. Extension Service, 
and the Farm Security Administration. 
Professor E. W. Eudaley of the college 
handled the question of dairy feeding 
and stressed the importance of min- 
erals, balanced protein, and vitamins, 
particularly Vitamin A, in the dairy 
ration.

Mr. Rigler has 
kept accurate dairy records for over 
twenty years, and has had his herd in 
a cow testing association for the last 
few years. 

Farmer Rigler stated that he thought 
he had an economically balanced ra- 
tion because his cow tester told him 
so. His boys had lots of fun in 
watching the records of the different 
cows they milked and if he could not 
keep records on his herd he would 
get out of the dairy business at once. 
The five best cows in Mr. Rigler’s 
herd averaged above feed cost $120 
each, based upon the sale of butter at 
thirty-six cents per pound. 

One of the new developments in 
West Texas is the Veterinary Associa- 
tion sponsored by Jess Coleman, 
farm security supervisor, of Childress 
County. His farmers pay six dollars 
per year and get two free trips from 
local veterinarian, plus extra 
trips at small cost.

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Acetonemia in the 
Dairy Cow 


By R. S. Amadon 


University of Pennsylvania 


HE term acetonemia is applied 
to a condition peculiar to the 
heavy producing dairy cow in 

which acetone, diacetic acid and beta 
hydroxy butyric acid are found in 
excessive amount in the blood stream. 
The urine also contains a considerable 
quantity of these three substances, 
which appear during the course of 
their elimination from the body. The 
term ketone bodies is applied to these 
three compounds. 

In consequence of the presence of 
abnormal concentrations of the ketone 
bodies in the blood, there is a tendency 
for a change in the direction of an acid 
rather than neutral or weakly alkaline 
reaction. Unusual degrees of acidity 
in the body cause serious disturbance 
of oxygen supply to the tissues and 
thus reduce the efficiency of the tissue 
cells in performing their work. Ace- 
tone is also poisonous to the nervous 
system. The production of excessive 
acidity is, however, the most impor- 
tant factor from the standpoint of 
injury to body function and is re- 
sponsible for the appearance of the 
majority of the symptoms. 

The question of the source of ace- 
tone and other ketone bodies appear- 
ing in acetonemia can be answered by 
reference to the metabolism of fats 
in the animal body. Under normal 
conditions the fats are oxidized com- 
pletely to the end products, carbon 
dioxide and water, but in acetonemia 
the breakdown has been incomplete 
and is stopped at the butyric acid 
stage. Acetone and diacetic acid are 
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derived from the beta hydroxy form 
of butyric acid. The failure to meta- 
bolize fat completely is considered to 
be due to an insufficient quantity of 
carbohydrate in the body in propor- 
tion to the fats present. When an 
abundant supply of carbohydrate is 
available, the oxidation of butyric 
acid is accomplished and no concen- 
tration of the ketone compounds 
occurs. It therefore would appear 
quite reasonable to expect a deficiency 
of carbohydrate, or a surplus of fats in 
the diet would tend to bring about 
acetonemia. 

Now let us inquire into the pre- 
disposition of the dairy cow to this 
disease. The fact must be mentioned 
at this point that acetonemia also 
appears under other conditions than 
those existing within the body of the 
lactating cow—it develops in starva- 
tion, in diabetes mellitus and in conse- 
quence of certain drug actions which 
tend to cause liver damage. In study- 
ing all of these conditions, a great deal 
of difficulty has been experienced in 
obtaining established data essential 
to explaining the breakdown of metab- 
olism which occurs. Acetonemia 
and all metabolic disease conditions 
constitute the most perplexing of 
problems under scientific study. The 
starving animal is using its fat stores 
for a carbon supply as the carbohy- 
drate has been used early in the starva- 
tion period, so the animal is under 
the same conditions as the one existing 
under abundant food conditions, but 
with an excess of fat and deficiency of 


carbohydrate in the diet. The dia. 
betic patient also is suffering from q 
carbohydrate deficiency because of the 
inability of the body to make use, by 
oxidation, of the food material; there. 
fore, fats are depended upon for the 
energy requirements. Our dairy cow 
of today has been bred for high milk 
production, this accomplishment rep- 
resenting many years of careful selec. 
tion. Heavy lactation involves a 
great deal of sacrifice of effort and 
materials by the body and this in turn 
requires that certain conditions of 
diet and health of body tissues be 
supplied. Regarding diet, it appears 
that an overabundance of an impro- 
perly balanced diet often is a cause of 
trouble. The guidance of the meta- 
bolism of pregnancy and the abnormal- 
ly high and prolonged milk produc- 
tion by the internal secretions of the 
body may suffer breakdown under the 
strain and contribute to a state of 
acetonemia. At the present time a 
definite statement cannot be made 
regarding the underlying cause or 
causes of acetonemia in the dairy cow, 
but milk production is an established 
predisposing cause. 


Prevention is of prime importance 
but is quite difficult to practice with 
any degree of success. Recognition 
of the fact that fat is being meta- 
bolized with difficulty suggests limita- 
tion of fat-rich food in late pregnancy 
and early lactation. Of equal impor- 
tance is the provision of a rich carbo- 
hydrate diet during the terminal weeks 
of pregnancy. These modifications 
in diet are indicated and will aid in 
counteracting acetonemia if applied 
sufficienctly in advance of the lacta- 
tion period. Molasses, brown sugar 
or any concentrated form of carbo- 
hydrate available may be fed generous- 
ly as the means of increasing the carbo- 
hydrate supply in the body. 


The presence of acetone and other 
ketone bodies in the blood can be 
determined by testing the urine for 
acetone, as the urinary tract is the 
portal of escape for these compounds. 
This test is very important in deter- 
mining the existence of acetonemia 
and that it is the cause of the parti- 
cular symptoms observed. The test 
is rather simple in application and it 
might be used more frequently in the

extra high-producing cow where ace- 
tonemia may be anticipated due to 
past occurrence in the individual and 
when the very first appearance of the 
condition may be detected and treat- 
ment applied before serious injury 
of the body has occurred. The urine 
of the cow is normally alkaline; in 
acetonemia it become s strongly acid. 
Reaction of the urine can be deter- 
mined by noting the color change in 
lirmus paper. In the cow that has 
failed to receive effective treatment 
and the disease has lasted over one or 
more weeks, the kidney tissues may 
suffer damage which results in the 
appearance of albumin in the urine. 
Several simple tests for albumin in 
urine are available and will give in- 
formation relative to the possibility 
of successful recovery. 

Veterinary care of the acetonemic 
cow is directed to the elimination of 
the acetone bodies from the body, 
especially by checking their forma- 
tion. Dextrose injected into the 
blood stream has proved quite success- 
ful. The author favors the use of two 
or three eighty-unit doses of insulin 
at twelve-hour intervals. Insulin acts 
by stimulating the burning of sugar 
in the body and thereby causes more 
complete combustion of fats with no 
residue of acetone bodies. If appetite 
can be stimulated, the animal may be 
induced to eat rich carbohydrate food. 

In closing this discussion, it may be 
well to lay parting emphasis upon the 
tole played by a disturbed carbo- 
hydrate-fat balance in the diet of the 
dairy cow in heavy lactation. Increas- 
ing the carbohydrate and reducing the 
fat is an important preventive measure. 
Question: In what form should carbo- 
hydrate be used in the diet? 


Answer: Molasses or a cheap form of 
brown sugar can be used. 

Question: Is the insulin given before or 
after an attack? 

Answer: It may be used to advantage 


as a preventive if the condi- 
tion can be detected before 
symptoms appear, that is by 
means of urine tests. Thedrug 
always should be used with 
dextrose to guard against 
insulin shock and to ob- 


tain beneficial action. Insulin 
also is indicated in treatment 
of an attack of the disease.

Answer: A very low concentration of 
acetone bodies always is pre- 
sent in urine but is not asso- 
ciated with any trouble, and 
will not give any reaction or 
a very weak reaction to the 


acetone test. Such normal 
urine is alkaline. A strong 
reaction to acetone and 


marked acidity of urine are 
characteristic of acetonemia. 


Question: Do the beef herds suffer 
from this disease? 

Answer: No. Among the dairy herds, 
I believe the Guernseys are 
the most susceptible. 

Question: Is there not a drug called 
carbodextrose? 

Answer: There may be. I am _ not 


familiar with it.

Guernseys in North Dakota 


Noari DAKOTA GUERNSEYS were 
made famous twenty-five years ago 
through the importation and_ large 
production records made at Cooper's 
Farm of Courtney and by the records 
and show awards made by Colonel 
Person’s herd in Ward County and 
other pioneer herds. The North 
Dakota Agricultural College herd at 
Fargo was started in 1915 and has 
continued to be a leader. 

Outstanding work is now being 
done in the Red River Valley. A. H. 
Meyer of Fargo has a herd of 140 head 
of strong, Bournedale and Maxim 
breeding. During the past year sixteen 
cows on Advanced Register test pro- 
duced an average of 613.6 pounds of 
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butter fat on three-times-a-day milk- 
ing, of which over half were in im- 
mature classes. This herd is not alone 
outstanding in production, but also 
has been the leading show herd in this 
region. 

The first five tested daughters of 
Tianna’s La Noce Eagle 184788, one 
of the senior herd sires, produced an 
average of 613 pounds of butter fat.

A thirty-cow herd average for the 
last four years of over 400 pounds of 
butter fat has been maintained by E. 
F. Wellentine of Alice, on two-times- 
a-day milking. T. J. Skrie of Moor- 
head, Minnesota, has 
cows that made, during the last year, 
an average of 446 pounds of butter 
fat on twice-a-day milking. The A. 
L. Moody Farm herd, consisting of 
fifty cows, had an average of 362 


twenty-seven 
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pounds of butter fat on two-times-a- 
day milking. 

“Being a breeder of good pure bred 
cattle is a vocation that requires a lot 
of patience, hard work, and_ skill,” 
says E. F. Alford of Fargo. ‘‘How- 
ever, to be able to work with good 
animals and to watch them grow and 
improve with each generation is ample 
reward.” He says that he cannot praise 
the work of the breed field-man and 
the testing work too highly. “No 
dairyman can afford to overlook these 
services.”

The 
first public sale in North Carolina was 
held in the spring of 1919 and the 
animals brought good prices and in- 
creased the interest in Guernseys in 
the county. 


Rowan County took a lead in the 
eradication of tuberculosis and the 
bull association gave its entire support 
towards the campaign to clean up the 


herds in the county. 


County agents S. S. Stabler, W. G. 
Yeager, D. H. Sutton, and W. N. 
Wood, present agent, were commend- 
ed for their efforts in developing 
Guernseys in Rowan. The Rowan 
calf club boys have been walking away 
with high honors at the state fair. 
During the past year and a half Mr. 
Wood has placed about a dozen bulls 
in the county.

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Milk Production Costs Cut by 


Artifically Dried Hays 


By S. R. Winters 


EEDING tests with high-producing 
F dairy cows at the Vermont Agri- 
Station 
show that high quality artificially 
dried hays, when substituted for grain, 


cultural Experiment 


will produce milk with equal or greater 
efficiency. 

The artificially dried hays consisted 
of roughage crops which were cut 
while immature—having headed out 
but slightly—and artificially dried. 
These roughage crops consisted of 
oats, millet, Sudan grass, soy-beans, 
sorghum, vetch, barley, wheat, rye, 
etc. 

Two feeding trials were conducted 
by O. M. Camburn and C. H. Jones, 
at the Experiment Station at Burling- 
ton, Vermont. 

One trial was made with a single 
cow, using no grain during the first 
eight weeks, grain during the second 
eight weeks, and no grain during the 
third eight weeks. This cow pro- 
duced milk somewhat more efficiently 
when grain was displaced by a variety 
of artificially dried young forages. 
When grain was fed, each pound of 
digestible nutrients produced 1.547 
pounds of four per cent milk equiva- 
lent and 0.007 of a pound gain in 
weight, and when no grain was fed, 
1.606 pounds of four per cent milk 
equivalent and 0.026 of a pound gain 
in weight. 

The average data for the two periods 
without grain feeding were: 1168 
pounds of milk, 62.3 pounds of 
digestible nutrients per 100 pounds 
of four per cent milk equivalent and 
1.63 pounds gain in weight were ob- 
tained. This represents a slightly more 
efhcient production than occurred 
during the grain feeding period when 
1116 pounds of milk were made at 
an efficiency of 64.6 pounds of digest- 
ible nutrients per 100 pounds of four 
per cent milk equivalent and only 
0.42 of a pound gain in weight. 

This cow was a six-year-old Guern- 
sey weighing about 950 pounds. She 
was fed corn silage during the first 
eight weeks, at the rate of 1.5 pounds 
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per 100 pounds of live weight, and 
enough artificially dried young im- 
mature roughages to meet the main- 
tenance and milk production require- 
ments. During the second eight 
weeks she ate per 100 pounds of live 
weight one pound of tumothy hay, 
three of corn silage, and enough of 
the grain mixture to meet these require- 
ments. During the third eight weeks, 
two pounds of corn silage per 100 
pounds of live weight, and enough of 
the various artificially dried young 
immature roughages to meet these 
requirements. 

In trial two, four Holstein cows 
weighing about 1,100 pounds each 
were used. Group 1, consisting of 
two cows, received one-half the nor- 
mal grain allowance and Group 2 
received no grain. Throughout the 
thirty weeks the cows in Group 1 ate 
three pounds of corn silage daily per 
100 pounds of live weight, only one- 
half the usual grain allowance, and 
enough of the artificially dried young 
hays to meet requirements. The cows 
in Group 2 ate three pounds of corn 
silage daily per 100 pounds of live 
weight, and enough of the artificially 
dried roughages to meet requirements. 

The two cows receiving one-half 
grain allowances averaged a produc- 
tion of 9696 pounds of 3.5 milk at an 
efficiency of 52.88 pounds of digest- 
ible nutrients per 100 pounds of four 
per cent milk equivalent and 0.26 of 
a pound gain in weight. 

The two cows fed no grain averaged 
to produce 7410 pounds of 3.5 milk 
at an efficiency of 53.61 pounds of 
digestible nutrients per 100 pounds of 
milk equivalent and 0.15 of a pound 
loss in weight. 

The two cows in Group 1 on a half 
allowance of grain made 1.95 and 
1.81 pounds of four per cent milk 
equivalent, respectively, for each 
pound of total digestible nutrients 
consumed, averaging 1.89; the two 
in Group 2 fed no grain 1.97 and 1.77 
pounds, respectively, averaging 1.87 
pounds. The cows which were fed 


the half-grain allowance gained in 
weight; those fed no grain lost weight. 
This constituted the main observed 
difference since there is no significant 
difference between 1.89 and 1.87.
